San Francisco Chronicle has 
moved into new home Fifth 
and Mission Streets, building 
planned especially for the purposes 
longer possible produce great 
metropolitan newspaper any- 
thing but special manufacturing 
plant. The operations 
numerous and technical, the num- 
ber employees great, the sheer bulk paper and 
other materials handled huge, that everything 
managed the whole must carried out 
building designed specially for that purpose. 

The Chronicle plant occupies the entire block between 
Mission and Minna, Fifth and Mary Streets. 

Every recent production plant built great news- 
papers America, has, wherever was possible, been 
designed put all the processes few floors 

ossible. 

The Chronicle’s new home reinforced concrete, 
with three stories above the street level and basement 
below. 

Each floor 265 feet length 160 feet breadth. 
This gives each story total floor area 42,400 square 
feet. 

The architecture the style termed industrial 
Gothic, form admirably adapted, the pictures show, 
give beauty structure designed for factory. 

The principal facade and the entrance the building 
are the Mission street side. The details this design 
have followed examples the best Scolastic Gothic 
architecture. Thus picturesque effect obtained that 
the romance always associated the public mind the 
obtaining news and the creating story. 

Details the exterior are rich the legends press 
work, plaques showing the old type printing presses, 
printers’ devils, type making, etc. 

The exterior material cast stone warm grey 
color. 

Vertical Gothic lines lead the eye and the 
beautiful open tower the corner the building, the 
main architectural feature. 

The Gothic picturesqueness carried into the Main 
Office Lobby where groined stone vaults and walls lined 
with varigated marbles and floors marble mosaic 
rich pattern give additional notes romance and charm. 

The Business Office the first floor likewise richly 
treated with stone arches, paneled coilings, half timber 
walls and marble floor; carrying here also the spirit 
picturesque charm. 

With the exception the paper the 
entire plant three floors, all related operations 
the same floor. 

The third floor typical. This carries all the operations 
manufacturing the newspaper, with the exception 
the press work and the rotagravure department. 

little more than half this floor devoted the 
business and editorial departments. 

The offices the business departments extend along the 
entire Fifth Street side; those the editorial departments 
along the Mission Street side. 

The private office the proprietor and publisher, Mr. 
Young, just the right the corner tower, 
position corresponding that occupied Mr. 
Young’s private office the old Chronical building 
Kearny and Market Streets. 


Incidentally, may said that this famous present 
office Mr. Young, celebrated for its beautiful fit- 
tings, has been moved the new building. 

Mr. Young’s private offices are flanked those 
his chief executives, and, the tower, lunchroom for 
executives. 

Outside the executive offices the entire space devoted 
the editorial department is, effect, one vast room, 
with merely seven-foot glass partition offices for special 
editors and the library. Much the same arrangement 
prevails the business departments. 

The Mary Street and Minna Street sides the third 
floor have, common with all three floors, factory 
lighting. The art room and engraving-room occupy the 
Mary Street side. The composing room, taking nearly 
quarter the entire floor, and the stereotype room, 
face Minna Street. 

The engraving room adjoins the art room, where its 
work originates. The composing room straight back 
the news room, with directly connecting passage. 
the Fifth Street side the composing room connects 
directly with the advertising department. Thus copy, 
both advertising and news, reaches the typesetters the 
shortest possible routes. 

turn again, the composing room adjoins the stereo- 
type room, where, from the type and engravings, ma- 
trices are made and the metal half-cylinders cast, from 
which the printing done the presses. 

With these plates leave the third floor rapid 
elevator the presses. 

From the presses again operations proceed straight 
line. the finished papers rush from the presses they are 
caught automatic conveyors and carried the 
mailers’ benches the huge mail room the second 
floor. 

the mailers complete their bundles they drop them 
other continuous belts, which carry the papers 
chutes leading automobile delivery trucks waiting 
the first floor below whirl The Chronicle away the 
carriers, the Post-office and the trains and boats. 

This, hardly necessary point out, strictly 
modern factory arrangement, carrying all operations 
forward the straight line greatest efficiency and 
with the fall gravity from the source materals 
the delivery point the finished product. 

the corner Fifth and Mission Streets the public 
business office. 

the Fifth Street side, back the public business 
office the new building, the truck space, where motor 
vans receive the bundles papers from the mail room 
above. Here also are various and storerooms con- 
nected with the distribution The Chronicle. 

Back everything the first floor stands the long 
line giant presses, extending almost the entire length 
the rear wall and upward the ceiling the second 
story. 

this press line, therefore, which explains the whole 
building. 

the second floor, the tower corner, and close 
connection with the great mail room, are the offices 
the circulation department, bookkeepers, and room for 
various subsidiary functions. 

But one-quarter the entire space the second floor 
given over the processes rotagravure.
